But instead of refuting the Childs statment, 
as Captain Lge claims his story does, it 
only puts General GRANT in the attitude of 
privately trying to curry favor with HaYEs 
by coupling with a false charge against TILDEN 
an absurd boast as to what he would have done 
if the charge had heentrue. Nobody doubts 
that President Grant would have given the 
bevefit of every doubt to Haygs, and would 
have strained his authority to the utmost in 
seating him with the approval of a Republican 
Senate. Nobody doubts that General GRANT 
would have resisted by~ force any 
attempt by Mr. TILDEN to make the succession 
a mere question of force. But Presidents of the 
United States have no authority togang people 
who have not been tried, convicted by a jury 
of their peers and condemned to die according 
tolaw. After serving two terms as President, 
General GRANT had certainly learned that any 
crime Mr. TILDEN might have committed in 
that connection, would have been subject to 
punishment by the courts and not by any auto- 
cratic Chief Magistrate. 

Let it be observed that the men who are at- 
tacking General Grant’s character with these 
colored versions and unreliable recollections of 
his unguarded private talk are Republicans, and 
not Democrats who might be supposed to cher- 
ish still some political animosities that were not 
buried in his grave. 


THE PRIESE& CASE. 

The recent Supreme Court decision against 
Col. Prrest not only disposes of Col. Priest's 
aspirations for the Post Office, but puts that 
gentleman’s indorsers in a very bad light. 
President CLEVELAND can not but feel that an 
attempt has been made to impose on him, and 
that he has escaped a national scandal only by 
resisting the tmportunities of the old war 
horses, National Committee men, twenty-four 
year Democrats and colonels of all degrees of 
decrepitude. 

The affair is damaging not only to Col. 
Priest and his backers, but to the backers of 
every office seeker who has gone to Washing- 
ton to besiege the White House, armed with 
credentials from the faithful. Not one of them 
can Claim to be better backed, better indorsed, 
or better recommended than Col. Priest was. 
How is the President to know that their 
appointment would not be equally improper? 

The truth is that the office-seeking and the 
office-brokerage and scheming and trading 
originating in St. Louis has been a disgrace to 
the city and tothe name of Democracy. It ha 
wronged the State of Missouri by involving it 
in the responsibility for the miisdeeds of its 
machine politicians, and it has injured the 
cause of Democracy wherever the facts have 
been known. 

The President has been censured for his delay 
in making changes in the Federal offices in St. 
Louis. The Priest incident isa reminder that 
it is not the President who is to blame. The 
blame must rest on those who are urging im- 
proper appointiwents, and the people have to 
thank the President for the firmness with which 
he has resisted these influences. He has pre- 
ferred to incur the risk of censure rather than 
take the risk of making unfit appointments, 
and he is perfectly right. 


WARD gets ten years in the penitentiary for 
grand larceny in obtaining $71,000 from the 
Marine Bank by false pretenses. Ao his firm 
first and last obtained several millions by false 
pretenses in regard to Government contracts, 
there are ten Or a dozen more ten-year terms 
in the penitentiary due to public justice. But 
as the “‘boodle” was divided among men of 
‘inflooence,” there is no motion towards trying 
anyof them. The Wortp has shown that 
Mayor Grace helped the firm to get away 
with a large amount of New York City’s 
money and pocketed about $100,000 of alleged 
interest on private loans as his share of the 
“swag,” but there is no prospect that he will 
be indicted. In allsuch cases as this justice 
gropes with lame hands and catches nothing 
but a scapegoat or two.

SATURDAY CHAT. 


Goop-Byg to the nudes, Packed in sawdust and 
swathed in wadding, they are being convered back 
in disgrace to their former owners. Expelled from 
the St. Louis Exposition for impropriety, and only 
granted a corver in a city side-show out of regard 
for the feelings of their parents and guardians» 
they bave yet acquired a prestige and notoriety 
which would never have been their lot had they 
reposed intheir snug corners at the Exposition 
gallery of art. Hereis an opinion for what itis 
worth from an Eng!ish R. A.. Mr. Horseley, on the 
question of the nudein art: Ata church confer- 
ence Mr. H. condemned the study of painting and 
sculpture from nude models as “demoralizing, 
degrading. and desperately wicked. Clothednes, 
remarked the distinguished artist, “is a distinc 
type and feature of our Christian faith, for wet 
worship One who in the apocalyptic vision was seen 
clothed from head to foot, who Himself enforced 
the duty of clothing the na*ed and who presented 
the record of that touching evidence to the demoniac 
of the tombs in that he sat at his feet, clothed and 
in bis right mind.” The managers of the Expost- 
tion should send for Mr. Horseley. Fancy whata 
sensation he would have created mounted on a ros- 
trumin the Art Gallery, with “L'Amour et la 
Folie’ as his text. Evidently. too, like most 
prophets, he is not arpreciated in his own country, 
for a satirical journal remarks apropos of this 
speech that “evidently Mr. Horseley has been read- 
ing Sartor Resortus upside down.” 

However, joking apart, there is a “quiet way” of 
settling these matters. Let us get right down 
to the ethics of this nude question. Granted that 
the femal~ nude picture is demoralizing. Granted 
that the morals of artists and models are in danger. 
The fact remains that without much carefal study 
from the nude, no man can ever become an ar ist 
at all. Yet these difficulties are not ir- 
reconcilable. Man, the lord of creation, it is 
who steps in to keep the peace. Draw from the 
nude by all means, exhibit the nude. We all ad. 
mire it—but let is be the nude, not the nudine. 
No one’s modesty can be s!ocked nor aby one’s 
morals undermined by the exhibition or study of 
the buman form divine in its male aspect, while 
the best authorities agree in stating that the male 
human figure is far superior to the femalo for the 
purposes of the highest art. 

Most of the evidence on both sides of the Walkup 
case is now in, but what the verdict will be is in- 
volved in clouds as deep and impenetrable as sur- 
rounds the twelve worthy farmers of the jury when 
they retire with their pipes into the bosom of their 
fami ies after the evidence for the day is digested.

any evidence at all as to who killed him. Upon 
this one loophoie the defense darted like a boa 
constrictor aftera rabbit; aad have succeeded in 
as coinpletely annihilating the strong wall of evi- 
dence built up by the prosecution as though it had 
never been. It is now a cool thousand to one that 
the prisoner will be acquitted. Once prove the fact 
that the dead man was in the habit 
of eating arsenic, no matter for 
what purpose or in what quantities, 
and you at once put an insurmountable obstacle in 
the way of conviction. Add to this ihe pile of evi- 
dence sworn to regarding the life and habits of the 
deceased, and the obstacle becomesa mountain 
impassable and immovable.

Walkup was or was not guilty of poisoning her hus- 
baid isapr blem not quite soeasy of golutiocn. 
The presumption is that she is innocent. Her 
whole demeanor as well asthat of her mother is 
the demeanor of innocent women.

Minnie was much 
more hkely to pity and nurse her husband as she 
says she did; and he said she did; than to murder 
him in cold biood, and bya deliberate and derp- 
laid plot, that Would deinand the judgment, tact 
and knowledge of the world of a woman of 40. 


Poor little Minnie, if innocent (or indeed in either 
case), she bas good reason to curse the day she 
was born: Not yet 17, at the very commencement 
of life, ber husband lying ih his dishonored grave, 
and the shadow of his dishonor fa!ling like a loath: 
some mantle over her young shoulders, to cling to 
her—te render her a marked woman to the day of 
her death. What a revelation all the evidence for 
the defense must have been to her, and how far 
deeper the shame it casts upon ber, than any evi- 
dence brought forward by-the prosecu:ion, Well 
might she cry, “Save me from my friends!"

A corResporpence of considerable interest to 
Americah publissers, as well as forits bearing on 
the vexed question of international copyright, bas 
recently taken place between the authorities of the 
British Museum and M. Thompson, the Lon- 
don represetitative ofa leading New York firm, 
of publishers, Messrs. G P. Putnam's Sons. The 
latter firm, baving a London branch, are accustomed 
to make use of the words New York and London 
on their title pages. A short time ago the authori- 
ties of the British Museum applied to Mr. Thomp- 
sou for five copies of every book published by tne 
firm, whether sold in London or not. Mr. Thompson 
declined to agree to the request on grounds which, 
from his point of view, seem reasonabe. Consid- 
erable correspondence follo wed, and a compromise 
of one free copy would probably have be en arrived 
at but for the representation of other American 
publishers, who regard thisas an important test 
case, and desire that no such concession should be 
made. Sbould the British Museum insist upon and 
establish its claim, it would result in compelling 
Messrs. Putnam's Sons and other American pub- 
lishers either to submit, which weuld (in the case 
of many American  pubiications of little 
interest in Eogland) absorb their whole 
profit, or else remove the word 
“London” from their imprints, and cease to circm 
late American publications in England, 


Tue English Government are said to have it in 
contemplation to annex the whole of Burmah. The 
Indian Government have strongly urged the adop- 
tion of this course, in order to prevent by timeiy 
and energetic action the occurrence of trade and 
other difficulties clearly foreseen and which are 
absolutely inevitable if France ts perm tted to 
obtain extraordinary treaty powers under King 
Theebaw. A descent upon Mandalay with 10,000 
troops is strongiy advocated, so that England may 
acquire undisturbed ascendancy in the interests of 
Br.tish trade over a country of which she already 
possesses half. 


Tue municipal authorities of Paris have 
under consideration a plan for supplying 
railway communication to Montmartre. The 
proposal is to run up rope lines from 

four points lying around the hill in such a way 
that a rope towinga train up one side of a hill 
will be wound up by the same cylinder, the same 
engine which pays off the rope of the train descernd- 
ing on the opposite side. This system has already 
(een successfully tried at Lyons on the line which 
runs up to the beights of Croix Rousse and Four- 
vieres, and it is plain that censiderable saving must 
be secured by employing a stationary engine in- 
stead of locomotives. 


Ax interesting phenomenon, being nothing less 
than a new volcano,has iately made its appearance 
in Sicily. A brigadier stationed at Fecuzza in the 
province of Palermo,lately noticed that every even- 
ing the | ght of a fire was to te seen dn & hill some 
miles away. Suspecting that a band of brigands 
had established themselves on the bill he one 
evening collected all his men, atmed to the 
teeth, and, taking the fire for his guide, 
set off in search of the supposed marauders. On 
arriving at the edge of a piain on the bill they were 
surprised at hearing loud subterranean thunder 
and imme diately after a panting sound like the 
sigh of a Titan, whiié the earth snook beneath their 
feet and flames beicbed out from what they now 
perceived to be an enormous hole of fissure near 
the summit. The brigadier and his soldiers did 
not want to see more, out hastily retreated amid a 
shower of red hot cinders.

the agevey of incorrect and fraudulent surveys. 
Koch of the ten grants mentioned then has been 
taken up in succession, and the manoer in which its 
boundaries were extended beyond their true posi- 
tions so as to include, in every instance, a vast 
extent of territory, has been described in detail. 
These grants aud the amount, in acres, for which 
they have been stretched areas follows: The Es- 
taocia 185,129 acres; Gonzales 18,500; Armendaris 
95,000; Lorenzo Marquez 44,000: Socorro 192,000; 
Bartolome Fervandez 8,000; Canyon De Chama 
9.00; Antonio Salazar 19,200; Felipe Tofafa 
10,00; Beque Del Apache 7,600 acres, and the 
Cimerron Cattle Company 32,000, or a total of over 
81,000 acres. 

That the Administration intends to expose the 
rottenness which has characterized the management 
of the New Mexican tand offices and is preparing 
to grapple with the subject is quite evident from 
the presence of Gen. Julian and Special Inspector 
Smitbee in the Territory,botb of whom have already 
started in to reform their respective departments.

I prefer ratber to 
let the report of the special agent, which will be 
efic.al, and hence oear greater weight, show the 
carcless, almost criminal, manger in which the 
department was run.” 
SPECIAL INSPECTOR SMITHEE 
of the Generai Land Office, Wasaington, who has 
been in the Terriiory for several months t 
engaged in investigating charges of fraud iu 
the Land Department, expressed himself as fol- 
lows: “From my observaiions thus far I aim con- 
vinced that over one-baif of the land entries made 
in New Mexico, under the bomestead and pre-emp- 
tiou laws, are fraudulent and will, upon investiga- 
tion, te proven so andthe land reciaimed by the 
General Goverament. Charzes have been filed m 
Weshington, of law date, of some 250 cases in 
vhich frauvulent entries bave been made. ‘iI have 
no doubt trom what | have seen and from the 
data mM my possession that a large proportion of 
the charwes are founded on fact and are true. 
hacu entry represeuts 100 acres of public domain, 
making in 250 entries a total of some 40.000 acres. 
Toese cases will be investigated by me aad reported 
vpon within a ebort time.”

“Owing fo toe Careless manner in which our prede- 
cessors conducted the business of the burveyor 

Genersi’s office, we find it extremely difficult to 

properly perform our daily routine duties. The 
plats and offic.al surveys on file have so often been 
shown to be wmcorrect toat we frequentiy fee) it 
Incumvent upoo us to verify tiem by comparison 
‘9 adjoning surveys eod with the field 
notes, beiore relying upon them to 
any great extent. Numerous instances can 
be cited in whvca, after days of research and inves- 
(gation, we were unable to connect (he boundary 
lines of surveys, made under previous administra- 
trons, with otuer surveys wich the Deputy Sur- 
veyor's feild motes represented them as meeting 
aud adjowing. A great deai of offive work remaipved 
vveriorus todo,and it is uiteny impossible for 
our draughtsimen 1.0 make the iines fit in where 
they beiong. For instance, in draw ng a piat of a 
township survey, the other day, it was discovered 
that two different deputy surveyors were some 
‘0 chains, or 700 feet, out of the proper iine in a 
townsuip survey. Seven hundred feet is, apparent- 
ly, only a trifle, but an erroroft that kiad in a 
sinall survey is very tikely to cut some 
poor man out of a great many acres of land. and 
worse yet, to throw ito dispute tae surveys oc ail 
of the neghboring surveyors for miles around 
oth men were on vatb, and their work was ap- 
proved in due furm by their Survey ors-General. 
Any number ef casesof a similar characier cain be 
cited, and can’t see how we are ever going to 
straighten things out down here unless we take the 
feild and resurvey every one of them. In fact, 
these errors(?) Lave been so frequent and general, 
that the Oniy inference is that they are intentional 
and frauduient.

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THE MILITARY. 


Next Week’s Court-Martial and 
Investigation. 


Eighteen Offenders Summoned to Ap- 
pear for Trial—Lieut. Jacobs’ Diffi- 
culty—Breaches of Discipline to be 
Punished—Col. Meier's Efforts to 
Bolster Up a Demoralized Militia— 
New Rules—Notes. 


The shaking-up experienced by the militia as a 
result of the Jacobs-Roemer fight, the investigation 
of a few months ago, and various minor breaches 
of discipline occurring weekly, almost daily, for 
some time past, all of which have been given in 
detail in the Post-Dispatoa, has finally forced Col- 
one! Meijer and Adjutant General Jamison to resort 
to extreme measures as the only hope of preserv- 
ing the fair name of the regiment. An investiga- 
tion of the Jacobs-Roemer affair demonstrated the 
necessity for a court-martial, aod now it develops 
that instead of confining its proceedings to the 
trial of the one case for which it was called, 
eighteen other members of the First Regiment will 
be summoned to answer before it to various 
charges of breaches of discip'ine. The names of 
the men are kept secret by the Colonel and the 
Adtutant of the regiment until after the Governor's 


order is out and the offenders have each been 
served with a copy of itin due form. From a re- 
hable source itis ascertained that the court will 
convene on Monday about noon, at the National 
Guard Armory. The first meeting will be merely 
formal, and the on!y question determined will be 
the date of the subsequen’ sessions, ail of which 
will be held in the evening. Aside from those 
members of the Busch Zouaves who figured in 
the Jacobs fight, the main offenders 
area number of members of different companies 
who refused in person to obey a direct order from 
their captains to serye on guard duty at the Armory 
during the street car strike. One militiaman, it is 
charged, replied to his captain wits the question 
“Do you take mefor a sucker?” and others were 
guilty of equally disrespectful ianguage. Among 
others who, it is reported. will be calied before the 
court, are some of Company I's members. 
Exactly what their offense is cannot 
be ascertained. An officer who stands high inthe 
regiment stated toa Post-Dispatca reporter that 
the petition requesting Capt. Cavender to resign, 
which was puvilished in the Post-Dispatca last 
weex, was a grave breach of dise:piive and suffi- 
cient provocation to warrant a court-martial. It 
inay be that Col. Meier is of a similar opinion. 
The names of the officers who will constitute tne 
court wil not be k»own until after tbe receipt of 
the Governor’s order. The court wiil sit for nearly 
two weeks, 


A Common Mistake. 

A common mistake in the First Regiment is the 
failure of the commanders of the different com- 
panies to forward the resignations of their men to 
the Adjutant-General at Jefferson City. Col. 
Meier holds that although a member's resignation 
be accepted by his company he nevertheless re- 
mains a member of the State militia until such 
time as he receives his discharge papers from the 
Adjutant-General abd his name has 
been stricken off the rols at Jefferson City. 
This will be an important point io 
the coming court-martial, for the reason 
that several men will be summoned before it who 
have resigned and claimto bsoutof the militia, 
but who have never been discharged in regular 
form. Someof the Busch Zouaves who accom- 
panied Lieut. Jacobs inhis affair with Roemer 
will come under this uead.

DUAL CLASSIFICATION. 


Secretary Kelly Answers the Iowa Kail- 
road Comm  issioners. 

Secretary Kelly of the Transportation Committee 
has prepared a long paper addressed to the Joint 
Western Classification Committee in answer to 
the communicatioa of the Iowa Railroad Commis- 
sioners on the subject of the carload rate. 
Secretary Kelly picks the Commissioners’ 
argument to pieces aud leaves them 
not a leg to stand on. The first 


argument advanced by the Commissioners is that 
tne railway has the right of the merchant to 
discriminate between the large and smail shipper. 
This Secretary Kelly refutes by denying that the 
railroad’s position is the same as that of the 
merchant. the railroad being a common carrier. 
Tue Commissioners co:ne out strongly in favor of 
the Colorado iaw, which makes a difference 
between the shipper of. five carloads and the 
shipper of a iess quantiiy of freight. They 
contradict this postion in their asser- 
tion of jobbers’ rights to fair and 
equitabie treatment. The Commissioners 
refer to the Iowa iaws of 1874 as infallible, whereas 
the “Graoger laws," Which were made by the very 
men who established the dual classification, bave 
since been modified or repealed... The Commission- 
ers Callon the opponents of the dual classification 
to cite good re.sons for its abolishment. This 
Secreiary Kelly claims he has a'ready done. They 
make the boid assertion that 200,000 men are de- 
pendent on the jobbing trade of lowa. The census 
of 1880 show that there are 
200.000 individuais en- 
g occuption i Iowa 
outside of agricultural pursuits. The™Conmis- 
sioners go into an elaborate deiense of the carioad 
rate principle when the St. Louis jobbers do not 
ask the Lota! abolishment of the duai ciassification. 
They ciaim that the Western jobbers will be driven 
out of business,when the strougest opponent of the 
Transportation Committee's scheme among the 
jobbers of the West never claimed as much. The 
Commissicners accuse the St. Louis jobb rs of try- 
ing t gsin unfair advantage, something 
which Secretary Kelly characterizes as an 
untruth. ‘bey call on the Oljassification Com-< 
mittee to ac according to their convictions, and in 
the same breath threaten to report that action to 
the Genera! Assembly as a “gross injustice”. in case 
it dows not suit their peculiar ideas. Many other 
points are covered by arguments beretofore used, 
and the communication couciudes: ‘We earnestiy 
pray tuat you will now meet the issue, and not 
further delay the performance of an imperative 
duty, the delicate features of which have been 
removed by fortunate utterances of the 
Opposition."
